Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Regarding Applicant's arguments with respect 
to the rejections under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, the previous rejection of claim 39 is withdrawn, as it did not recite the storage of 
"unencoded" data. Regarding Applicant's arguments regarding the affixing of storage media, this limitation is met by the incorporation of 
Lien. Regarding Applicant's arguments regarding the incorporation of Berson, this argument is persuasive with respect to claim 39, as 
the unencrypted data in Berson is not derived form the reader. In claim 1, the unencrypted data may be the ID field from Naccache; in 
claims 42 and 52, the combined invention allows for multiple pieces of encrypted data, rendering the claims obvious. All other arguments 
have been addressed sufficiently in the final rejejction. 
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
